In. the last panel is a full-length figure of the Philosopher 
equipped for his travels, bearing a staff with a scroll wrapped 
round it and having at one end a,pike-head, at the other a 
horse’s hoof. 


No record remains of the original owner of the roll, but it 
seems permissable to conjecture that it was made for John Dee, 
who was the likeliest Englishman of his day to commission 
such a work and who was certainly in the near neighbourhood 
of Lubeck about the end of 1588, old style. He left Tribau in 
Bohemia on Mar. 1, 1588/9 and arrived at Bremen on Apr. 9, 
1589, and if he travelled via Hamburg, would have passed 
within forty miles of Lubeck.

A remarkably fine and interesting collection of holograph letters 
on musical and kindred matters, being the complete correspon- 
dence from Liszt to the Baroness Olga Meyendorff, née Princess 
Gortchakoff (whose sister, Mde de Stael, was the wife of the 
Russian Ambassador in London 1884-1902), forming a com- 
plete and intimate record of the last 16 years of his life from 
Jan. 1871 to his death in July, 1886. 


The total number of letters is about 380 in which his work, 
his travels, his thoughts are all faithfully chronicled. These 
are with two exceptions as yet unpublished, and the copyright 
in the correspondence is included in the sale. 


The letters are written in French and are either signed in 
full or initialled. A bound volume of type-written transcripts 
with annotated text, a manuscript list of all names of persons 
and places referred to in the letters and an index are included 
in the lot. 


Liszt was constantly travelling, and the frequent reports of his meet- 
ing many eminent personalities and almost every notable musician of 
the day, as well as the records of his annual visits to Rome, and Budapest 
are of great interest. But it is perhaps as the champion of Wagner 
that his letters will be especially valued, and a large number of them 
deal with the Wagner Movement, and innumerable references are made 
to Cosima, ‘ma chére et trés aimée fille” and to Wagner’s work. Lastly 
Liszt’s literary and religious interests are reflected in numberless remarks 
on books and ideas. 

The recipient of the letters was residing at Weimar, so that the Grand 
Ducal Court there comes in for constant mention. With such a vast 
amount of material it is impossible to go into extensive details, and 
only one or two points of interest can be referred to. His relations at 
that time with the Princess, Wittgenstein are very clearly stated in two 
letters dated from Pesth 10.4 74 and 27.4 74. His musical beginnings 
as an “enfant prodige” in Vienna and Pesth in 1823, followed by 
concert tours in London and Paris the next year when he was 12 years 
old make interesting reading. He claims that the commencement of 
his “singuliére carriére artistique” was his first public appearance at 
a concert in Oldenburg when he was 11, after which 6 hungarian 
magnates paid for his musical education for six years. In another letter 
dated 20.11.75 he records the large amount of musical composition he 
could get through in a short period. 

Towards the end of his life he was worried with failing eyesight, and 
he requests that letters be written in large characters to enable him to 
read them. 

On the 17th July 1886 he writes from Luxembourg of a violent and 
obstinate cough which nothing seems to relieve, and this is his last 
letter to the Baroness. He died 14 days later at Bayreuth where he 
lies buried. 


No biography of Liszt could be complete without reference 
to this correspondence.

The first letter describes Rio de Janeiro, which he visited 
on this journey—the only time when he saw any part of * 
America. He seems to have been impressed chiefly by the 
beauties of the Brazilian forest and by the drunkenness of 
English sailors. Later letters instruct his correspondent about 
travelling in the tropics, advising him particularly to bring 
a shower-bath, and give most interesting accounts of travel 
and mission work in South Africa: 


- women & children came to the waggons & heard the gospel, the 
chief of this tribe or rather portion of a tribe was the most sensible 
& kind chief I have seen among them, in general the chiefs of the 
Bechuanas are hereditary asses, born idiots, or little better, good at 
nothing but begging, but neither this man nor his people gave us the 
least trouble. He gave us milk, porridge, boiled beans, an ostrich egg 
& tiger’s skin each & with the few things we gave him in return he 
seemed perfectly satisfied.

One was an enormously long 
one on fairies, where the lines from being very long at first, gradually 
got shorter & shorter, till it ended with 50 or 60 lines of 2 syllables each!

A remarkably fine and interesting collection of holograph letters 
on musical and kindred matters, being the complete correspon- 
dence from Liszt to the Baroness Olga Meyendorff, née Princess 
Gortchakoff (whose sister, Mde de Stael, was the wife of the 
Russian Ambassador in London 1884-1902), forming a com- 
plete and intimate record of the last 16 years of his life from 
Jan. 1871 to his death in July, 1886. 


The total number of. letters is about 380 in which his work, 
his travels, his thoughts are all faithfully chronicled. These 
are with two exceptions as yet unpublished, and the copyright 
in the correspondence is included in the sale. 


The letters are written in French and are either signed in 
full or initialled. A bound volume of type-written transcripts 
with annotated text, a manuscript list of all names of persons 
and places referred to in the letters and an index are included 
in the lot. 


Liszt was constantly travelling, and the frequent reports of his meet- 
ing many eminent personalities and almost every notable musician of 
the day, as well as the records of his annual visits to Rome, and Budapest 
are of great interest. But it is perhaps as the champion of Wagner 
that his letters will be especially valued, and a large number of them 
deal with the Wagner Movement, and innumerable references are made 

to Cosima, “ma chére et trés aimée fille” and to Wagner’s work. Lastly 
Liszt’s literary and religious interests are reflected in numberless remarks 
on books and ideas. 

The recipient of the letters was residing at Weimar, so that the Grand 
Ducal Court there comes in for constant mention. With such a vast 
amount of material it is impossible to go into extensive details, and 
only one or two points of interest can be referred to. His relations at 
that time with the Princess. Wittgenstein are very clearly stated in two 
letters dated from Pesth 10.4 74 and 27.4 74. His musical beginnings 
as an “enfant prodige” in Vienna and Pesth in 1823, followed by 
concert tours in London and Paris the next year when he was 12 years 
old make interesting reading. He claims that the commencement of 
his “singuliére carriére artistique’? was his first public appearance at 
a concert in Oldenburg when he was 11, after which 6 hungarian 
magnates paid for his musical education for six years. In another letter 
dated 20.11.75 he records the large amount of musical composition he 
could get through in a short period. 

Towards the end of his life he was worried with failing eyesight, and 
he requests that letters be written in large characters to enable him to 
read them. 

On the 17th July 1886 he writes from Luxembourg of a violent and 
obstinate cough which nothing seems to relieve, and this is his last 
letter to the Baroness. He died 14 days later at Bayreuth where he 
lies buried. 


No biography of Liszt could be complete without reference 
to this correspondence.

He seems to have been impressed chiefly. by the 
beauties of the Brazilian forest and by the drunkenness of 


_English sailors. Later letters instruct his correspondent about 


travelling in the tropics, advising him particularly to bring 
a shower-bath, and give most interesting accounts of travel 
and mission work in South Africa: : 


... women & children came to the waggons & heard the gospel, the 
chief of this tribe or rather portion of a tribe was the most sensible 
& kind chief I have seen among them, in general the chiefs of the 
Bechuanas are hereditary asses, born idiots, or little better, good at 
nothing but begging, but neither this man nor his people gave us the 
least trouble. He gave us milk, porridge, boiled beans, an ostrich egg

One was an enormously long 
one on fairies, where the lines from being very long at first, gradually 
got shorter & shorter, till it ended with 50 or 60 lines of 2 syllables each!

apartment was to be had for £4 a month, a good bottle of wine 
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cost threepence or fourpence, huge melons and baskets of the 
finest figs a penny each. There are naturally many anecdotes of 
the famous and amusing people they met, stories of Flush, Mrs. 
Browning’s spaniel, innumerable anecdotes of “ Penini,” her 
son, many comments on Italian politics, and descriptions of 
popular events, references to the coup d’etat in Paris in 1851, 
contrasts between England and Italy, not always to the advan- 
tage of the former, and much else, all written in the easy and 
vivid style of a born letter-writer. We reproduce a page from

Carlyle to Robert Browning on their marriage, which was sold 
at Wellington Street with the Browning papers in May 1913
